“When I was nineteen I was very strong. A doctor 
at St. Petersburg saw me, and asked me to come to his 
house and see what I could do lifting weights.

I went to my directors and asked them 
to let me have the first bout with Pons. ‘No,’ they 
told me, ‘you aren’t a wrestler.’ 

“But I am strong,’ I answered. “If you do not let 
me have the first bout with Pons I will resign. So 
they allowed me to wrestle with him. I went at him 
and threw him all around. I won the fall in forty-six 
minutes.

who require protection or good counsel in building up

was started over here. In London the supply of 
scrappers for just such purposes is large, but the de 
mand is increasing, and there isenough work for every 
fighter who has made a reputation for gameness, The 
services of these millers are not openly advertised, but 
anyone who knows the ropes In England can secure a 
good “protector” at a day's notice. And itis said that

The busiest time 
is around election time. Member#of Parliament from 
the provinces seek the office for the proper sort of pro 
| tection, They simply inform the proprietor, either 
personally or through their agents, how many men 
thev desire to insure their safety at meetings and so on, 
and the men are supplied forthwith. When the gen 
eral election comes the boss has his hands full, be- 
cause everybody is looking for bodyguards. But he is 
equal to the emergency and the protectors are produced, 

“Young gentlemen of the nobility who have got into 
awkward positions and who are likely to be black- 
mailed seek the assistance of the head of this Lureau. 
If the man to be feared is a big man, a large, able 
bodied protector is furnished; if, on the contrary, he is 
a little man, some excellent featherweight or light- 
weight is furnished and the bargain issealed. The pro- 
prietor isa prudent individual and sees that his cus- 
tomers are thoroughly pleased and satisfied. He tells 
his help that the best results are expected, and so far he 
has had no complaints. 

“The ones who will pay the price get the best services 
—men trie! and true and noted for their courage and 
grit. The figures for services vary, but at best they are 
very low, ranging from $1 up to $5 a day. Of course 
some branches of the business are more expensive and 
the pay is accordingly increased. The protectors al- 
ways do well, because when they have shown their 
ability, they receive more liberal compensation. 
Usually one man is considered sufficient as a bodyguard, 
but some bookmukers and men about town have two 
or three protectors with them most of the time. Often, 
too, these prize fighters are employed in law cases, 
They are supplied both to plaintiff and defendant and

make it?

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JOHN L.’S 
BIG TALK 


Former Heavyweight Champion as a 
Monologist Makes Good. 


There are monologists and monologists, the same as 
there are actors and actors; doctors and doctors; China 
men and Chinamen; a few are the real thing, and the 
many in almost every walk of life only have an out- 
ward resemblance to what they aim to be. In his 
capacity asa “stage spouter’” John L. Sullivan has 
forsaken the environments of thrilling episode, and 
has turned his attention to the form of entertainment 
originated by James J. Corbett. and is quite as much of 
a success as his rival in hurling melodramatic mono- 
logue at his listeners, John is a bright man and 
had alotof “book larnin’,” so much so that he can 
quote Shakespeare, Longfellow or any of the poets by 
the page, give you an argument on mathematics, dis- 
cuss early history with you in a masterful manner, 
and presenta fund of resourceful facts upon almost 
any subject. 

“Ladies and gentlemen: If you will give me your at- 
tention for awhile, I will show you what I can do with 
a monologue. Monologue, according to Hoyle, [ mean 
Shakespeare, means soliloquy, and soliloguy means 
talking to yourself. Now, as a rule, this is a very bad 
habit. They say that most monologists are bad, but 
I will try and prove myself the exception to the rule.” 

This is the way in which the once fistic champion of 
the world, who has set about again to win back the 
championship laurels, is presenting to the public a 
monologue which cértainly surprises his most enthusi- 
astic friends, It certainly was a surprise to the writer, 
who wentto hear good ‘old John L. in what he sup- 
posed would be nothing more or less than idle talk. I 
soon forgot that it was John L. talking, and became so 
deeply interested in the stories and reminiscences of 
his past life, that I found myself listening to a phil- 
osopher and a logical man. John L. is carefully 
dressed in a full dress suit made of the finest dog skin 
cloth, and it must have cost John at least three one 
hundred dollar bills. His suit which fringes a white 
shirt front, 18x24 inches in arena, presents him before 
the public more like a man from Wall street than a 
man from the prize ring 

He might be an alderman leading a ward cotillion or 
a retired hotel keeper at a wedding for all theaudience 
knows, if his manager had not taken the precaution 
to introduce him with complimentary allusions to his 
record. Whether the monologue which follows is John 
L.’s own production, or has been hammered into shape 
by some professional monologue blacksmith, is a secret 
which the audience is not presumed to know. The 
champion’s attitude on the stage can scarcely be called 
a characteristic one. He picks out a spot when he first 
comes in, plants both feet down solid, and then hangs 
on to it for dear life until he leaves. His left hand 
stays in his trousers pocket, during most of the per- 
formance, but bis right hand is used for gestures, 
whose relation to the monologue is a second secret. 

John L. talks likea rapid-fire, automatic rifle, at first 
probably to get away from the axiomatic philosophy 
which his blacksmith author bas laid out for him, and 
when this portion is over and he begins to tell stories, 
usually on himself, he has gotten so into the habit of 
jerking out his words that he cannot get overit. On 
several occasions he essays dialect in his stories, but 
even a critical ear could not differentiste between his 
Irish and Hebraic, and probably both are Bostonese 
Irish. His voice is good, and his presence and per- 
sonality is grand and he never falters throughout the 
monologue until his climax, when he tries to revite a 
pathetic poem to slow music. Just why this icol of the 
pugilistic arena should seek to emulate some lovesick 
heroine of a melodrama, is secret number three, which 
be does not share with the audience. But it is all by 
John L. Sullivan, What magic there is in the name for 
the pleasure loving public, and that probably accounts 
for the tremendous applause which greets him when 
he bows at the end and says **Thank you.” 

At the evening performance John L. givesu sparring 
exhibition with his sparring partner, Jim McCormack. 
Whether John works the act up or not, or whether he 
still maintains the same vicious spirit that he has al- 
ways shown in the ring, I could not judge. It was all 
I could do to see, for the people all around me, and the 
ladies as well, were yelling and standing up in their seats, 
for John and Jim McCormack certainly go at it like 
hammer and tongs, and when the manager stepsin to 
separate them and call time at the end of the first 
round, John turned on him, and the manager side 
stepped quickly and John L. could not help cracking a 
smile. It’s a grand good closing of the show, which 
should be successful.
